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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County submit their 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1930, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of the County Farm and 
House of Correction, Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor, Chaplain, Physician, and Auditors, for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1930. 

The County is very fortunate to have the services of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. M. Grout as Superintendent and Matron of the institution. 
Affairs at the Farm are conducted in a very efficient manner under 
their supervision. 

The number of people at the institution has been large, due to 
general conditions that exist everywhere. The Farm has been 
very productive, the hay crop was very good and the silos were well 
filled, all of which will be sufficient to care for the fine herd of 
stock of over eighty head of purebred Holsteins, which without 
doubt is one of the best herds in the State. The Commissioners 
feel that a good many of the farmers of the County have been 
greatly benefited by the sale to them of so many young bulls from 
this herd at a moderate price, considering their breeding. The 
cultivated crops were very productive in every line, and especially 
the potatoes, which amounted to over nine hundred bushels. 

The general health of the inmates as a whole has been very 
good, but there are always bad cases which require constant care, 
for which we wish to express to Mr. and Mrs. Grout our appre- 
ciation for their kindness to them and all others connected with 
the Institution. Dr. Sanders has always been faithful in looking 
after the sick, and to all in the several departments of the Farm, 
we wish to express our gratitude for the faithful performance of 
their duties. The Overseers of the Poor in the several towns have 
had a trying year, and we feel they have worked for the best in- 
terests of all parties concerned. 

The duties at the Institution have been greater than usual by 
reason of the fact that during the fall of 1929 our almshouse at 
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Unity was visited by the State Authorities, who informed us that 
the same was not in proper condition for the best welfare and safe- 
ty of the inmates. After carefully considering the matter, the 
Commissioners called the County Delegation together. A thorovgh 
investigation of existing conditions was made by all members of 
the Delegation, and it was decided by the Convention that it would 
not be wise to remodel the present buildings. A Committee was 
appointed to visit different institutions of a similar nature in our 
State and report at a later meeting of the Convention. The Con- 
vention finally voted to build a new fire resisting building with 
proper equipment at a cost not to exceed $150,000, and authorized 
the County Commissioners to issue bonds for that amount. After 
proper advertising of the same for sale, the bonds were sold to 
Harris, Forbes & Co., of Boston, at a premium of $1500. These 
bonds with interest-bearing coupons at the rate of 4% per cent, 
payable semi-annually were issued in denominations of $1000 each, 
beginning October 1, 1932, payable $8000 a year for seventeen 
years, and $7000 a year for two years.

REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Sullivan County Delegation, at a meeting held April 12, 
1930, voted to build a new almshouse at Unity, as recommended 
by the investigating committee, in the preliminary plans which 
they submitted, and a bond issue of $150,000 was authorized for 
the construction of the building and its furnishings. The Com- 
mittee elected to have charge of the work employed Wells & Hud- 
son of Hanover, as architects, and awarded the contract for con- 
struction to Davison & Swanburg of Manchester. The new ‘ire- 
resisting building situated south-east of the old almshouse, is con- 
structed of brick, cement and steel, with inside partitions of terra 
cotta tile and gypsum tile, and is at the present time nearing com- 
pletion. It is 192 ft. by 56 ft., two stories above ground, and a 
basement which is fully utilized. In the basement are located the 
kitchen, dining rooms, iaundry, and other equipment necessary for 
the institution. In one end of the basement, and entirely separated 
by solid walls, from the other rooms, is located the House of Cor- 
rection. An underground cement tunnel connects the basement 
with the Superintendent’s home, and also conveys the steam pipes 
from the heating plant to the new building. 

On the upper floors, besides the inmates rooms, are the office 
and reception room, chapel, hospital department, rooms for nurses, 
a well equipped infirmary, and diet kitchen. 

It is impossible to give a full report at this time, but the com- 
mittee will surely keep within the appropriation, and when the 
work is completed, opportunity will be given for the public to in- 
spect the building.

To the Commissioners of Sullivan County 
Gentlemen: 

It is my privilege to submit to you herewith my report for 
the year ending December 31, 1930. During this year there have 
been two terms of the Superior Court, one in February, 1930, and 
another in September, 1930. 


At the February Term of Court, 1930, the following cases 
were disposed of: 


State vs. Raymond Perkins 
In this case the respondent was charged with forgery, and 
upon a plea of guilty, was sentenced to six months in the House 
of Correction. 


State vs. Arnold Anderson 
This respondent was indicted for larceny of an automobile, and 
case was nolle prosequi because of mistaken identity of respond- 
ent, 


State vs. Edward Healey 


In this case the respondent was indicted for manslaughter in 
the second degree, and after trial by jury was acquitted. 


State vs. Sanford St. Francis 
This respondent was indicted for larceny, plead guilty, was 
sentenced to six months at the House of Correction, and ordered 
to pay seventy-five dollars ($75.00) costs. The sentence at the 
House of Correction was suspended upon payment of costs, mitti- 
mus to issue at the call of the Solicitor. 


State vs. Alton Farnsworth 


The respondent was indicted for larceny, plead guilty, sent- 
enced to six months at the House of Correction, ordered to pay 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) costs.

State vs. Roy Cummings 
Three indictments were found against this respondent for 
forgery of checks. The respondent plead guilty, and owing to the 
fact that he was afflicted with tuberculosis, he was given a sent- 
ence of one year at the House of Correction. 


State vs. David Herault 
In this case the respondent was indicted for larceny, plead 
guilty, was sentenced to six months at the House of Correction. 
The sentence was suspended, mittimus to issue at the call of the 
Solicitor. 


At the September Term of Superior Court, 1930, the following 
cases were disposed of.

erous to enumerate in this report. 

The civil suit of the County of Sullivan against Horace Fowler 
of Newport, is still pending in the Superior Court. 

Again your Solicitor wishes to thank the Sheriffs and their 
Deputies, the Police Officers, the Selectmen and Overseers of the 
Poor of the several towns, and your Honorable Board for the val- 
uable assistance and co-operation given the Solicitor in the per- 
formance of his duties. .
